WARNING IS 
ISSUED AGAINST 
SPECULATION 


Surveys Now Being Made Will 
Determine Fate Of San 
Mateo-Hayward Bridge. 

Representatives of Frank C. 
Town, holder of the San Mateo- 
Hayward bridge franchise, today 
issued a warning to the public 
against wildcat investment on the 
strength of the bond which they 
filed with County Clerk Elizabeth 
M Kneese. A statement issued to¬ 
day follows: 

"It has come to our attention 
that numerous people are having 
,np real estate in the neighbor¬ 
hood of our proposed terminal 
because we have started the sur¬ 
veys. We want it clearly under¬ 
stood that we have made no 
promise to build the bridge and 
our bond merely means that we 
will carry to a conclusion the 
necessary surveys to determine 
if the bridge plan is feasible. 

“The people who are back of 
this Little Coyote Bridge project 
are highly trained business men. 
They are putting their money 
into the proposition for the pur¬ 
pose of winning u fair return 
on their ynoney. The surveys 
now under way are being made 
for the purpose of determining 
just how much money it will re¬ 
quire to build the bridge. 

“If it is found through these 
' surveys that the bridge can be 
built at a cost not considered 
prohibitive, work will immedi¬ 
ately start on construction. On 
the other hand, if the bottom 
proves too soft there will be no 
bridge across the bay at this 
point. This is a strictly business 
proposition and a business in¬ 
vestment and we want the public 
to thoroughly understand this 
fact. Until our surveys are com¬ 
pleted we can moke no definite 
statement that the bridge will 
be built and until such a time it 
will be wise for real estate in¬ 
vestors to be extremely careful 
regarding purchases on the spec¬ 
ulation that the span will cross 
the bay.”

WRIT SOUGHT 
IN SOUTH CITY 
HECALL FIGHT 

Suit Filed Tuesday Afternoon 
In District Court Of Ap¬ 
peals In S. F. 

RETURNABLE NOV. 30TH 

Suit Filed In Higher Court To 
Prevent Appeals and 
Other Delays. 

The fight to force the recall 
election against Mayor H. F. Mc- 
Nellis and Trustees Hugh Mc¬ 
Caffrey and Carl Blank of South 
San Francisco was carried to the 
district court of appeals in Suo 
Francisco Tuesday afternoon 
when Attorneys J. W. Coleberd nno 
Ross and Ross filed suit for a writ 
of mandamus compelling the ma¬ 
jority members of the board to set 
a date for the election. 

Following the filing of the suit, 
which is brought in the name of 
D. W. Ratto and others interested 
in the recall fight, Judge John F. 
Tyer issued a citation ordering the 
entire board of trustees to appear 
on November 30 and show cause 
why they should not be compelled 
to call the special election. 
I’ostpone Action 

At the last meeting of the board 
of trustees, City Clerk Dan Me¬ 
Sweeney certified that the petition 
for a recaU election contained fuf 
ficient eligible names to warrant 
the calling of a special election. 
The trustees decided otherwise, 
however, and postponed action un¬ 
til the next regular meeting. 

The postponement was made in 
face of declarations by Attorney 
Coleberd, representing the peti¬ 
tioners, and City Attorney John W. 
Davis thut the law compels the 
trustees to call the election as soon 
as the city clerk certifies that the 
petitions bear the required num¬ 
ber of signatures. Members of the 
board explained that they had in¬ 
formation that not all of the 
names on the petition wore genu¬ 
ine. Their action greutly angered 
the audience that crowded the 
meeting room and shouts of "rail¬ 
roaders” rang through the hall. 
Chief of Police Charles Storek was 
called upon to restore order. 

Will Prevent Delay 

Attorney Coleberd today ex¬ 
plained that the suit was filed with 
' the district court of appeals in 
I San Francisco instead of in the 
superior court at Redwood City to 
prevent delay. If the superior 
court issued the writ of mandamus 
it would be possible for the trus¬ 
tees to appeal to Ihe district court 
and thus delay action for several 
weeks. This, will he impossible 
with the filing of the suit in the 
higher court. 

The present political battle in 
South San Francisco has been one 
of the most bitter encounters of 
the kind in the history of San 
Mateo county. It sturted with a 
move to oust Chief of Police Louis 
Belloni several months ago. This 
move was met with the filing of 
recall petitions which were later 
invalidated through lack of enough 
qualified signatures. 

Belloni Ousted 

Later, however, Chief Belloni 
was summarily ousted, as was Po¬ 
lice Officer Walter Miller. The 
pair were given two hours’ notice 
to vacate their office and Chief 
Storek was installed as head of the 
police department. 

Friends of Belloni, headed by 
Rutto, incensed over the dismissal 
of their fuvorite, got out recall pe¬ 
titions which were filed with City 
Clerk MeSweeney und later veri¬ 
fied by him to the board as con¬ 
taining sufficient signatures to 
warrant the calling of a special 
election. 

Suits Are Filed 

One feature of the long drawn 
out fight was the filing of three 
slander suits in which damages 
amounting to $185,000 are sought. 
Mayor McNellis directed a suit for 
$35,000 ugainst John Costu, while 
Trustees Blank and McCaffrey 
each seek to recover $76,000 from 
Ratto. Alleged defamatory state¬ 
ments are cited as reasons for the 
filing of the suits.

The Girls’ League party, which 
was held last Friday night at the 
high school, was a tremendous suc¬ 
cess.

The bringing in to a community of new families 
is one of the most important parts in the growth of 
a city.

That the business condi¬ 
tions are fine, that the payroll is excellent, that the 
future looks promising, but— 

We might as well face the music and realize 
that the consensus of opinion on the part of outsiders 
is that South San Francisco is unattractive as a resi¬ 
dential city. And this fact alone keeps nany fami¬ 
lies from making their homes here. 

This is nothing to become downcast over or to 
feel pessimistic about. 

If we can frankly realize that one of our needs 
is to make the city more attractive from a residen¬ 
tial standpoint there is nothing in the world to hin¬ 
der us from getting together and making it an at¬ 
tractive. 

It would be well if the chamber of commerce, 
working with the city board, would map out a pro¬ 
gram and present it to the people by means of which 
this phase of the city’s needs can be met. 

It is surprising what a few trees and some grass, 
plus a little money spent on paint will do to dress 
up a town. Our park program should also be car¬ 
ried out. We must go ahead on a program to attract 
people here and do it on a business-like basis. We 
must have more families. Let’s go after them.
